NR FIRE PATROL 
ISBEINGPLANNED 


To assist in controlling for- 
est fires and detecting moun- 
tain blazes during hazy periods 
when the regularly organized 
lookout system is ineffective, 
an air patrol, similar to the 
one maintained between Mareh 
Field and Santa, Barbara’ dur- 
ing 1920 and 1921, will be 
established for the coming sea- 
son and will probably have 
its base at either Clover Field, 
Santa Monica, or Arcadia. 

A $50,000 fund, appropriat- 
ed by Congress, will provide 
the means for the project, al- 
though that amount has been 
said to be insufficient to main- 
tain a daily patrol. It is plan- 
ned to use the air aptrol only 
in cases of dire emergency. 

Value of Air Patrol Told 
- According to George H. Ce- 
cil, supervisor of the Angeles 
National Forest ,the airplanes 
wil be piloted by National For- 
estry Service observers, who 
will work from maps outling 
the fire irea.

‘LIST 1S GROWING | WORK IN COUNTY 





With Southern California 
counties awarded $2,000,000 
of the $4,522,226 federal aid 
for highways apportioned -this 
state by the government, San 
Bernardino County will  re- 
ceive $300,000 for grading of 
a portion of the National Old 
Trails Highway between Bars- 
tow and Victorville and im- 
provement of the road near 
Ludlow, and other highway 
projeets, it was announced yes- 
terd@y by State Highway Com- 
missioner N. L. Edwards. 

While the entire improve- 
ment program as decided upon 
by the State Highway Oom- 
mission .will- be launched this 
year, all projects will not be 
completed until 1926, Mr. Ed- 
wards said. The $2,000,000 al- 
lotted for this section of the 
state will be the last money 
available for highway improve- 
ment until further appropria- 
tions are made by the State 
Legislature. 

Other counties sharing in 
the allotment are Los Angeles, 
Riverside, Imperial, San Diego, 
Orange and Ventura. About 

sthird of ‘the improvement 
work will be econeluded this 
year, Commissioner Edwards 
indicated.

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UIT AGAINST B.A 
IS FORESEEN IN 
REESE ACTION 


ATTORNEY MOVES FOR 
THE DISMISSAL OF 
$10,000 VERDICT 


Indications Said to Point to 
Suit Against Union Pacific 
Railroad for Whom Brionez 
Was Working 








With a personal injury ver- 
dict of $10,000 awarded his 
client, Manuel Brionez, March 
5, by a jury in Superior Court, 
Attorney H. A. Reese yester- 
day startled spectators in 
Judge Allison’s court when he 
failed to resist a motion for a 
new trial made by defendant’s 
attorneys, Pollock &. Mitchell, 
and then moved for a dismissal 
of the entire action, including 
the verdict and judgment. giv- 
en his client. Both motions 
were granted by the court. 

Brionez and Delfino Diaz, 
former employees ofthe Union 
Pacific railroad, brought suit 
against the Drew Carriage Co. 
of Ontario for a total of $55,- 
000 personal damages growing 
out of a crossing crash May 
13, 1924, when a truck of the 
Drew Company, driven by Leo- 
nard Dixon, an _ employee, 
struck a Union Pacific handecar 
loaded with Mexican track 
workers, at Bon View crossing 
near Ontario. 


Award Mexican $10,000 

The jury brought in a ver- 
dict in favor of both defend- 
ants, awarding Brionez, who 
lost both legs as the result of 
the accident, the sum of $10,- 
000. Brionez had sued for 
$50,000. Diaz, who asked for 
$5000 for alleged minor in- 
juries, was awarded $100 by 
the jurors. 

Questioned later as to his 
reasons for desiring the dis- 
missal of the action when he 
had secured a- $10,000 verdict 
in favor of his client, Attor- 
ney Reese smiled and declared 
he was entirely satisfied to 
have the case dropped. 

While Attorney Reese re- 
fused to make a statement as 
to future intentions, it is be- 
lieved the seemingly erratic 
action of Brionez’s attorney 
forecasts a second damage ac- 
tion, but this time to be insti- 
tuted against the Union Pa- 
cifie Railroad Company as an- 
other negligent party to the 
crossing erash. 


Railway May Be Sued 

Testimony of fellow employ- 
ees of the injured man, as giv- 
en during the damage suit, in- 
dicated that but a cursory at- 
fempt had been made by the 
party to ‘‘flag’’ the approach 
of the ear containing the work- 
men as they neared the cross- 
ing. 

It is believed therefore that 
the railroad company will be 
made a defendant party to an- 
other damage suit as having 
been an accessory to the fact 
through negligence of, its em- 
ployees. 

Under the law, it is declared, 
no second suit for damages 
could be instituted had Brio- 
nez accepted the $10,000 award 
in his favor against the Drew 
Company, as in that event any 
and all judgment in the mat- 
ter would have been satisfied. 
The injured party, however, 
could settle out of court with 
a first or second party without 
impairing his rights to addi 
tional action against another 
through the courts, it is de- 
elared. ; 


CASE 1 DISMISSED 
AT PRELIMINARY 


The case against Sylvester Vas- 
quez, arrested Sunday by Upland 
officers on a charge of assault 
with a deadly weapon after he 
was alleged to have carved up 
Manuel Amador and A. Vasquez 
with a knife, was dismissed for 
lack of sufficient evidence when 
it came up for preliminary hearing 
in Judge George R. Crane’s court 
this morning. 

Evidence was introduced to the 
effect that Sylvester had but acted 
in self-defense, when Amador at- 
tempted to beat him over the head 
with a chunk of iron. A. Vasquez 
was an uncle of the defendant.

The matter of the hog farm: 
was suggested to the couneil

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Gasoline Tax High Enough 
(Argonaut) 

In the first issue of the new monthly maga- 
zine, Traffic, David R. Faries, general coun- 
sel for the Automobile Club of Southern Cali- 
fornia, asks the question, ‘‘Shall We Increase 
the Gasoline Tax.’’ and answers it with a 
positive ‘‘No!’’ As reasons for his opposition 
to increased taxation for owners of motor cars, 
Mr. Faries presents startling and convincing 
figures. He recalls the fact that the people of 
California have three times bonded themselves 
for the construction of highways, the bond is- 
sues totaling $73,000,000. In addition to this 
amount legislative appropriations and federal 
aid funds have brought the money expended 
on state roads up to $105,000,000. There are 
now 6500 miles covered by the system of roads 
of rare scenic beauty and yet to complete the 
system the state highway commissions esti- 
mates that $214,000,000 more must be spent. 

In other words, not one-third of the amount 
necessary to carry out the plans for good 
roads has been available, although the amount 
of the bonds, which we have only begun to 
retire, has been expended. At first thought 
this is discouraging but in reality is not se. 
Previous to the 1923 session of the legislature. 
California had collected from motorists more 
than $8,000,000 a year in fees. This amount, 
minus the expenses of conducting the motor 
vehicle department, was divided equally be- 
tween the state and county authorities. Since 
1923 motorists are paying two and a half 
times as much as formerly, or, in 1924, ap- 
proximately $21,000,000. Would it not be 
well, Mr. Faries suggests, to take a little 
breathing space before increasing taxes by 
one-hundred, or even fifty per cent? He com- 
ments that ‘‘those who are most loudly de- 
manding increase in taxes are also those who 
pay the least, who’ get the most and still 
want more.”’ 

While there is no doubt that the relation 
betwen good roads and prosperity in any 
state is one always to be kept in mind, it 
would seem that just at present the burden 
of taxation is about as heavy as the owners 
of automobiles can sustain. In California the 
motor-car is not a luxury; it is a necessity. 
While the possessors of high-powered automo- 
biles can afford to contribute more to road 
building by paymg an extra one or two cents 
for gasoline, real hardship would be suffered 
by the average citizen, who is dependent upon 
his automobile for transportation and even 
for aid in making a living. The flivver and 
the truck contingent of California just now 
would feel sorely the suggested increase in the 
cost of gasoline and it is safe to say that the

Some questioner, a few Sundays ago, asked 
Rev. Dr. S. Parkes Cadman, through his fa- 
mous service at Brooklyn, N. Y.,° which is 
broadcast by radio, if ‘‘every business man 
should have a hobby.’’ Dr. Cadman respond- 
ed ‘‘Yes,’’ very emphatically, incidentally ad- 
mitting that his hobby was his grandchildren. 

The word ‘‘hobby’’ used to be thought to 
mean usually some notion which people em- 
phasized in a disagreeable way. It has come 
to refer now to some diversion or incidental 
occupation by which people obtain relief from 
daily work. The questioner above referred 
to might well have asked if everyone should 
have a hobby. If such occupations outside of 
one’s main calling are desirable, the benefits 
should not be limited to business men, 

The hard-working old-timers, and some mod- 
ern folks who cultivate strenuosity, would 
not fully approve of hobbies. They have felt 
that people must throw their entire energy 
into their daily tasks. 

Yet when a person does a day’s work, and 
then keeps at it during the hours supposed 
to be devoted to rest, his ideas and energy 
lose something of freshness. He would do 
well to devote some of this time to some side 
issue which brightens his mind and sends him 
back to work in better mental condition. 

The housewife at her pots and kettles, the 
wage-earner at his machine, the clerk at the 
store, might well also have their hobbies. It 
should be a rather active pursuit, not merely 
a passive amusement where they sit still and 
watch other people do things. The working- 
man who develops a fine garden, the seden- 
tary person who plays tennis or golf, the 
housewife who plays some musical instrument, 
have each gained something more than the 
power in that special line. They have devel- 
oped consciousness of their own skill, which 
should help them take hold of their usual 
tasks with increased confidence.

The 14 admirals, who command the mighty 
war fleet now anchored in San Diego harbor, 
are intensely interested in the series of sham 
battles which have been fought in Mexican 
waters and which are to be continued off 
Hawaii.

less. All they fear from airships is that con- 
gress will appropriate money for aviation 
which might otherwise be spent on battleships. 
The admirals study their problems of tacties, 
just as they did in the days of the Spanish 
war, seemingly forgetful that an armada of 
airplanes could blow the imposing looking 
ships to pieces in a very few minutes. 

As a matter of cold fact—there is no ques- 
tion of it—the cities of the Pacific Coast are 
at the mercy of invaders. San Diego, for ex- 
ample, has a few obsolete guns in the fort 
which guards its harbor. A modern warship 
could fire from a few miles at sea, entirely out 
of range of the little guns in the fort, and 
shell San Diego. As for air defenses, there 
are practically none. San Diego, Los An- 
geles, or Long Beach would be absolutely 
helpless before an invading squadron of air- 
ships such as England, France, Italy—or Ja- 
pan—could put in the sky almost at a mo- 
ment’s notice. of 


The airship situation in the United States’ 


would be laughable if it were not so danger- 
ous. As an example, the government main- 
tains forts and soldiers at Des Moines, Omaha, 
and Cheyenne at large cost, while permitting 
a modern air field such as March Field to lie 
unused and rotting to pieces. There hasn’t 
heen any need for a fort at Omaha since the 
days of Indian uprisings. Yet the old gen- 
tlemen who run the army would be shocked 
into unconsciousness at the suggestion that 
March Field be opened and the Omaha army 
eamp closed. Not only would they be horti- 
fied; they would promptly try to squelch any- 
ene who made such a suggestion, just as they 
did General Mitchell.

The Marital Bark

If you’re married, the first 100 years may 
be the hardest. The real taugh spots come, 
however, during the first year, the sixth year, 
and the twentieth year, according to W. L. 
George, an English student and writer on 
marriage, who presents his conclusions in a 
recent issue of Liberty. 

‘The greatest number of divorces seem to 
take place after either a year of matrimony, 
or six or seven years, or round about 20 
years,’’ he says. ‘‘Those who survive the first 
year seem at rest till the sixth year, and 
those who survive the twentieth year gener- 
ally travel side by side to the grave. 

‘“‘Among women divorce is most frequent 
at about 20, 27 and 38; among men divorce 
seems to oeeur round about the thirtieth year, 
while there is another outburst at the age 
of 43. 

‘‘Divorees which take place after about a 
year of marriage are easily explained. These 
people married in a hurry, were unsuited, and 
should never have married at all. 

‘‘Much more interesting, particularly in the 
ease of women, are the divorces which take 
place round about the age of 27 and after 
six or seven years of matrimony. What hap- 
nens is that. after six vears or so, the novelty 
goes out of marriage. The woman who mar- 
ried for romance has found dullness. She is 
vital, very attractive, and more capable of 
love than when sha was a young girl. Thus, 
in her dullness, another romance easily arises; 
she divorces her husband to marry another 
man. 

‘In women of 38 we find the greatest ca- 
pacity for what some eall grand passions. 


Nowadays women approaching 40 are still- 


beautiful, more intelligent than young girls, 
and splendidly trained by habit to please and 
to conquer man. And they are getting old. 
So now is the time to take what they can, to 
love and to be loved again. 

‘“‘There is another cause for the divorce of 
women who approach 40. Many of these have 
been unhappy with their husbands all their 
lives, but they have children, so they have 
tolerated their unhappiness for the sake of 
the children. Now that the children are grown 
up they have done their duty, and divorce 
just to have a little freedom in their remain- 
ing years.’’

—and said he was positive of it— 
Fee had climbed a small tree to 
look into Miss Watkins’ cabin 
with a pair of field-glasses and, 
while in his precarious position, 
slipped and fell, his head strikin 
the lower limbs of the tree. 

Claims Body Hung in Tree 

It was possible, the private de-, 
tective averred, that Fee’s body 
hung in the tree for hours before 
falling into the clump of bushes 
where it was found three days 
after he was reported missing. 
The blow of the limb was the 
fatal blow, the detective said, and 
attempted to substantiate , his 
theory by placing himself in the 
position that Fee’s body was in 
when found. 

Eigholtz began by informing his 
audience; most of whom were 
skeptical, that “in 30 minutes” he 
would prove his theory conclusive- 
ly, but in 30 minutes he was con- 
fronted with a score of arguments, 
all attacking his theory. 

Dr. Hull is Skeptical 

Dr. E. H. Hull of the General 
Hospital - staff, who examined the 
body before it was removed and 
who later performed at autopsy, 
said that such a blow as striking a 
limb “might have killed’ a man, 
but could not agree with the 
theory. Deputy Sheriff Bottorff 
and Coroner Hanna could not 
agree and plainly told the detec- 
tive of their adverse opinions. 
Ranger Hayden declared he did 
not believe the banker climbed the 
tree and was doubtful that the 
tree would hold his weight. LEig- 
holts started to climb the tree, 
but his wife screamed her objec- 
tions and the detective explained 
with both feet on the ground. 


Hayden Believes Body “Planted” ‘ 


Ranger Hayden, who directed a 
search for Fee, still believes that 
the body was “planted” in the 
clump of brush and scorned ay 
theory that the body was in a 
tree, where it would have been 
easily discernible by the search- 
ers. 

Eigholtz talked fast and reiter- 
ated his theory again and again, 
but the audience dwindled away, 
few people entertaining the same 
theory in the case. 

“We are simply trying to learn 
what did actually happen,” said 
Mrs. Fee. “It is only natural that 
we want to know and are interest- 
ed in any theory that is conclus- 
ive. I do not believe that my hus- 
band died a natural death. I can- 
not believe it.” 

Widow Offers $5,000 Reward 

Mrs. Fee recently offered a 
$5,000 reward for the solving of 
the mystery. 

Fee died from heart trouble, 
superinduced by jealousy and 
mental excitement, according to 
the theory of J. Clarke Sellers, 
nationally known criminologist, 
who investigated the case for Dis- 
trict Attorney George H. Johnson.

RANGERS BEGIN 


FIGHT AGAINST 
FIRE MENAGES 


Preparing against a recur- 
rence of last year’s disastrous 
forest fires, a crew of rangers 
and U. 8S. Forestry Department 
employees is in the mountains 
clearing fire-breaks, trails and 
establishing lookout stations in 
the heavily-timbered country. 
The fire prevention program, 
as announced by Assistant For- 
est Supervisor Fred_Jeken of 
the Angeles National Forest, 
includes the relocation of 


;Soundaries of the patrol areas] 


and the schooling of men in 
forestry work. 
Predict Big Year in Forests 

‘‘Every effort is to be made 
this year to minimize fire dan- 
ger in the mountains,’’ said 
Mr. Jeken, ‘‘as the Forestry 
Department contemplates an- 
other record year for the An- 
geles National Forest, whieh 
proved to be the most popular 
playground in the 
state last season. While meth- 
ods of fire fighting and sup- 
pression will not change mate- 
rially, the relocation of the 
forest boundary and the 
schooling, in a limited man- 
ner, of the department’s em- 
ployees will undoubtedly in- 
crease the efficiency of _the 
tire suppression service.’’ 

The schooling to which the 
official referred consists of the 
instructing of two different 
groups of men now being em- 
ployed in preparatory fire pre- 
vention work under the super- 
One of 


who hope to enter the forestry 
service and make it their per- 
manent work; the other is 
made up of men hired for ex- 
tra work, such as is now under 
way. ale 
Train Workers for Rangers 

The first group are being in- 
structed in all the practical 
work of the service such as 
grading, trail clearing, patroll- 
ing, ete. ‘‘We are not giving 
a man a mattock and telling 
him to go to work grubbing 
trails,’’ said the  supervsor, 
‘‘wthout first telling and show- 
ing him why and what the 
reason is for doing it that 
way.’’ When the time comes 
for these men to take their en- 
trance examinations, they do 
so with something more sub- 
stantial than a mere theoreti- 
eal knowledge of forest main- 
tenance.”’ 

The other group is composed 
of men who are working ex- 
tra and have no intention of 

the service. 
These men are being groomed 
for foremen who will take 
charge of fire prevention 
gangs at such times as the ran- 
ger is compelled to go to oth- 
er parts of the forest. 

The relocation of the na- 
tional forest boundaries is be- 
ing made to enable the gov- 
ernment to rid itself of the re- 
sponsibility of maintaining a 
great deal of land which is n:- 
longer part-of the forests. ac- 
cording to Mr. Jeken, the For- 


10 BE DIGNIFIED 
AND ELABORATE | 


Elaborate and ornate, yet digni- 
fied and efficiently constructed for 
the business purposes for which 
it is intended, will be the pro- 
posed new county courthouse to 
be located at Arrowhead Avenue 
and Third Street, according to 
revised plans revealed. 


As revised, the plans for the 
building call for a_ three-story 
structure with a jail.on top. The 
desigr of the building will be 
such, however, that the visitor to 
San Bernardino, looking at the 


building close up or from a dis- 
tance, would not know that the 
roof of the building housed the 
county jail. Previously, it had 
been proposed to erect a_ two- 
story structure with basement and 
a jail on top. 

The revised plans include the 
same amount of floor space prev- 
iously planned, except that the 
first floor will be built level with 
the ground, thus eliminating a 
basement and providing for more 
light and air and less dampness. 
The building will be 296 feet long, 
facing -west on Arrowhead, and 
84 feet wide to a private drive- 
way in the rear. 


Growth Provided For 

The committee outlining the 
plans for the building, of which 
County Assessor A. E. Allen is 
chairman, has kept in mind the 
future growth of the county. Am- 
ple space is provided for all of 
the offices of the various county 
departments in order to take care 
of expansion. At the same time 
the floor plans have been arrang- 
ed so that those county offices 
working in close conjunction are 
grouped 
for efficiency 
Tost. motion. 

Entering the building at the 
main entrance in the center of 
the building as it faces on Arrow- 
head Avenue, the visitor will find 
himself in a small rotunda or cor- 
ridor, on one side of which will 
be located two elevators to the 
floors above and a directory of the 
location of each office. About 
half of the floor space on the 
ground floor will be used as office 
space, while the other half will 
be used as storerooms for the 
valuabie records of many of the 
county departments. 

: Ground Floor Plans 

Beginning at the northwest cor- 
ner of the ground floor, there will 
be a storeroom for records of the 
County Recorder. Next will be a 
room 37 feet square to be set 
aside for the use of the American 
Legion. Adjoining this will be the 
offices of the County Farm Bur- 
éau. The main entrance corridor 
fs next and beginning on the 
sovth side of the corridor will be 
located the office of the Horti- 
eultural Commissioner, a_ store- 


room for the records of the County 


Auditor and the Welfare Commis- 
sion office in the southwest cor- 
ner of the ground floor. 

A corridor 12 feet in width will 
run north and south the entire 
length of the building; offices he- 
ing located on each side of this 
corridor.

Both 
rooms will have baths adjoining. 
Another jury room will be desig- 
nated as a Grand Jury room, but 
will be used by court juries in 
event more than one jury is “de- 
liberating at the same. time. 

Wall Surrounds Jail 

A» wall nine feet high will ex- 
tend above the third floor around 
the building and will servé the 
double purpose of cornice and jail 
wall. Setting back 18 feet from 
the east and west ‘sides of this 
wall and 54 feet from the north 
and south ends, will be. the jail 
proper. The space surrounding 
the jail structure and the building ; 
wall will be used for exercising of | 
prisoners. 


Complete plans for the jail have 
not been formulated as yet. Next 
week the Courthouse Advisory 
Committee, accompanied by Sher- 
iff Walter A. Shay, will visit the 
jails of Los Angeles and Long| 
Beach. These jails are located on 
the top of public buildings and the 
jail at San Bernardino will be pat- 
terned much after the construc- 
tion of the Los Angeles and Long 
Beach jails. A private stairway, 
with a door which can be opened 
only with a key in the hands of 
a deputy_ sheriff, will lead from the 
jail to the two departments of 
Superior Court on the third fioor.
